Sir H. E. Tsuchereau baa 
been promoted to the Chief Justiceship 
of th* court, and Chief Justice Armour, 
of the High Court of Ontario, has been 
appointed to the vacancy in th? Supreme 
Court caused by the retirement of Sir 
Henry Stroug and th* promotion of Sir 
H. E. Tischereau. Justice Moss, of the 
Ontario Court of Appeal, has been ap¬ 
pointed Chief Justice of the High Court 
1 to Justice Armosar's place, and J. J. Mc¬ 
Laren, of Toronto, has been appointed 
to the vacancy created by the promotion 
of Justice Moss to the Cosirt of Appeal. 

To Revise Statutes.

DEATH IN ELECTRIC CHAIR. 

Murderer Executed in the Auburn 
State Prison. 

(Associated Press) 

Auburn, N. Y., Nov. 18.—John Truck 
waa put to death in the electric chair 
in the state prison here this morning. 

Truck's crime whs committed in the 
town of Virgil, Cortland county, on the 
night of March 14th, 1880. Neighbors 
discovered the house of Prank W. Miller, 
who lived alone, in flames. Before the 
burning dwelling had 4>#en entirely con¬ 
sumed they made out the body of a 
man In therujna. Water waa thrown 
upon the UotTy to prevent cremation, 
and it was afterwards identified as 
Miller's The autopsy showed that deuth 
had occurred before fire had touched 
the body, the skull having b?ea crushed 
by & blunt instrument. It was known 
that Track had spent the night before 
with Miller and had been in the neigh¬ 
borhood for several days. The next day 
MiUer'. wagon was discovered in 
Truck’s barn in Homer, and when ar¬ 
rested Tuck was f wearing Mlller’a 
clothes, and had hb watch and his horse 
and wagon. He claim?* to have bought 
the latter, but told several inflicting 
stories. He waa convicted and sentenced 
to the chair.

Farlane andswered it, attacked her with 1 
a knife. Miss McFariane ran screaming . 
though the hall Into the kitchen, closely j 
panned by her assailant. Iu the kitchen j 
she stumbled, half turn lag, and in a ! 
flash her pursuer was upon her and with j 
s rapid slash cut her to ibe heart. An- 1 
other woman was iu tbs kitchen, but 
was too frightened to do anything. The 
total number of stab wotrods Inflicted Is 
five. 

The dead woman was about 21 years 
of age. She was the daughter of s rail¬ 
road man and s woman of refinement; 
and education. 

The only words the woman who did 
the killing waa beard to say were: "She 
has come between myself and my hus¬ 
band, and I'm giad she is dead." 

The supposed murderess has made no 
confession.

McCandless re¬ 
peated that whether he would be a 
candidate or not for the office of mayor 
was still under consideration. He per- 
epnally was not anxious for the position, 
and if the people desired any one else 
to oppose Mayor Hayward it was im¬ 
material whether or not he 1 himself took 
the field against him.

All 
that be would be Justly entitled to charge 
I hem for their laud would be the price 
he paid for It, provided he purchased It, 
the interest on the money so laid out, the 
value of tbe Improvement* made by him. 
and Interest thereon, and if he insists on 
more he Is despoillug the laborer of a por¬ 
tion of the produce of bln labor. What la 
then the remedy to be applied for the cure 
of this cancerous monopoly of land which 
la draining the very life-blood of the ma¬ 
jority of tho cells composing the social or¬ 
ganism? Make It unprofitable to bold land 
by taking tbe burden of tbe taxes from 
the producer and placing It upon the land. 
This remedy has been already applied upon 
a small scale In British Columbia In the 
case of wild land, and although the doae 
was only a very small one the results were 
excellent. Speculators were holding wild 
land for the rise In price which would in¬ 
evitably come as tbe demand for land in¬ 
creased, but when only a small tax wan 
placed on the land they were In moat case* 
only too willing to dispose of It for a fair 
profit. The sooner the people of the world 
recognize the simple fact that equality of 
opportunity for all to labor la tbe law of 
God, and that the centralization of capital, 
with its accompaniments of vied, poverty, 
misery and premature death, la almost en¬ 
tirely due to the virtual state of slavery In 
which the possession of the land enables 
the possessor to hold that part of his fellow 
crest urns who are forced by circumstance* 
to labor thereon, nnd apply the remedy, 
the sooner we shall have n healthy state 
of society, unblemished by the social ton- 
costive diseases of extreme wealth and 
poverty, with their accompaniments of 
vice, misery and attendant evils.

reliable newspaper with distinct Tory 
bias, daring the proceedings of the Col¬ 
onial Conference “not a single Canadian 
noticN dHnnfiim or traggeatLaH for dis- 
cuesil l n Wpehred on the agenda. Every 
other colony, even Newfoundland, insist¬ 
ed on increased contributions towards 
the national defence of the Empire. Can¬ 
adian Ministers not only declined contri¬ 
butions, but submitted a memorandum 
condemning the whole movement of 
unity.” Might we be permitted to point 
out to our Imperialistic friend and cham¬ 
pion that the Montreal Star is not the 
most reliable source in the world from 
which to select texts for political ser¬ 
mons. We remember reading in the 
same phper before the “minute” of the 
Colonial Conference was published that 
Sir Wilfrid I.aur!w in his zeal for the 
cnur.e of Imperialism had already sacri¬ 
ficed Canadian autonomy and that it 
would not be astonishing if the publica¬ 
tion of the proceedings of the conference 
wouM reveal further sacrifices of Can¬ 
ada’' independence. Onr interpretation 
of that sentence was that the Tory lend¬ 
ers shunned Canada had been leading 
the Imperial procession again as she had 
already done in the matter of preferen¬ 
tial trade, penny postage and the Pacific 
cable, and that the Ministers were to be 
comii railed for failing to insist upon the 
maintenance of the full nnd complete in¬ 
dependence of Canada. Sir Wilfrid 
Laursar and Hon. W. 8 . Fielding, we 
may presume, are fully conversant with 
the history of Britain’s colonial empire. 
They remembered the complications 
which had followed attempts to Impose 
taxation upon people who were without 
representation in the legislative bodies 
which were invested with powers of ex¬ 
pend ttnre. They were alive to the neces¬ 
sity of approaching some subjects cauti¬ 
ously nnd dealing with certain questions 
tenderly. But it Ji not true that they 
refused to consider the position of Can¬ 
ada in relation to the matter of Im¬ 
perial defence. They did nothing or said 
nothing to stamp this country as the 
“meanest of the nations which go to 
make up Great Britain.” We know 
nothing about notices of motion or sug¬ 
gestions for discussion, and neither does 
the Montreal Star, but we do know that 
the Canadian representatives at the 
Conference offered to relieve Great Bri¬ 
tain cf the expense of maintaining garri¬ 
sons at Halifax and Esquimau. They 
undertook to place on a fooling of thor¬ 
ough efficiency the citizen soldiery of the 
Dominion. That may not be advancing 
with the leaps and bonnds Tories out of 
office approve of, bat it is at least a 
good lontf step in the right direction.

for nearly one-eighth of the strike*, hut 
ir. which the strikers succeeded only 
•bout three times out of five. Three 
ranses appear to have been invariably 
triumphant 

In 901 establishments strikes were di¬ 
rected against long hours and the task 
system; in 760 against reduction of 
w ages and working overtime; and in 800. 
to obtain increase of wages, Saturday 
half-holiday aud the privilege of work¬ 
ing for employers who were not mem¬ 
bers of a masters’ association. All these 
strikes for twenty years were wholly suc¬ 
cessful. The three classes of strikes in 
which the successes were fewest were 
750 for increase of wages and against 
the use of material from non-union es¬ 
tablishments, not a single one of them 
being successful; 1,049 for the recogni¬ 
tion of a union, in which only about one- 
eighth succeeded; and 4,078 Ln sympathy 
with strikes elsewhere, nearly three- 
quarters of these having failed entirely. 
So it may be said, that in the main, the 
struggles of twenty years have developed 
greater liberality in the relations of 
labor and capital—« healthy trend as 
far as it goes.—The New York Evening 
Post

An impression prevails that af late 
Tears the strike as a remedy for real 
or fancied ills of labor, has enjoyed 
a higher average of success than of 
old. This can hardly be aaid to be 
borne out by the statistics available. 
The department of' labor at Washing¬ 
ton, with the largest possible equipment 
for the collection of such data, has not 
cast up its footings since 1901. Then, 
however, it went over the field for twen¬ 
ty years and compared the resulta of all 
sach upheavals, classifying them under 
the heads of success, partial success, and 
failure. Success and partial success be¬ 
long for present purposes in the same 
category, since the incompleteness of the 
raccess in any given instance may have 
been due either to mutual sacrifices or 
to the fact that the strikers demanded 
in the first instance more than they ex¬ 
pected or hoped to get, in order to leave 
a debatable margin for negotiations. The 
only figures, therefore, necessary to scru¬ 
tinise now are 

Those of the Failures; 
and, comparing the firet with the last 
year of the period we find that, whereas 
32 per cent, failed in 1881, 33 per cent, 
failed in 1900. Still, between the two 
extremes there is a wide variation. In 
1897 and 1899 the failures were only 19 
and 13 per cent, respectively; in 1801 
and 1892 they rose to 54 and 53 per 
cent. 

It is a fact not without its suggestions 
that when times were hardest and when 
they were most prosperous the strikers 
aeem to hav« made their notable record 
of successes. This is doubtless to be ac¬ 
counted for, on the one band, by the fact 
that employers in flush' times are too 
eagerly busy to let ordinary questions 
of wages and hours interrupt their activ¬ 
ities; and, on the other by the prevailing 
distress, leaving the employers no alter¬ 
native but to make terms or go to the 
wall. This, the wave line, which marks 
the successful strikes through the tweu- 
ty-year period mentipned, takes a sud¬ 
den drop in 1883 and another in 1885, 
a third ia 1889, a fifth in 1897 and a 
sixth in 1899. In short, the restlessness 
of the labor element, and their persis¬ 
tency in pushing their claims, seemed to 
reach the greatest height in years when 
the general trade atmosphere was either 
Very Gleeful or Very Gloomy 

mad to have maintained the best balance 
la those years when everybody was pur¬ 
suing a normal course iu business and 
attending quietly to one day’s affairs 
after another’s. This last is obviously 
the most wholesome industrial coudi-

A more significant deduction, perhaps, 
tej be made from the statistics regard¬ 
ing strikes ordered by organisations and 
♦h o se not so ordered. The number of 
strikes ordered by organizations increas¬ 
ed, with several irregularities, from 222 
in ltvfl. to 1,104 in 1900, while the per¬ 
centage of failure* also increased, though 
'cry slightly—from 28 to 30 per cent. 
On the other hand, the strikes not tor- 
dered by organizations increased in the 
same period from 249 to 015, maintaining 
mmud approach to regularity in this rite, 
while the percentage of failures, which 
te 1881 was 43, was 03 in 1900. 

The coal and colfe industries, being 
among the moat heavily-manned in the 
country, lead the whole list in the num¬ 
ber of persons—all of one sex, by the 
way—engaged In the strikes for thirteen 
•C the twenty years, though the data on 
tbia point for the first six years are 
sacking. They lead also in the number 
of persons thrown oat of employment by 
•ach disturbances. In 

The Number of Strikes 
the building trades take first place and 
aiothing the second, and then come coal 
nietol and tobacco trades 
following close -behind. The prominence 
gireu by the late great coal strike to the 
question of labor organization lends in¬ 
terest to the fact that, whereas t he 
strikes ordered in the coal and coke in¬ 
dustries in twenty years by organiza¬ 
tions number 1,303, the number not so 
ordered reached 14209, a pretty fair fec- 
tmd; the organizations carried their 
point wholly in only 19 per cent, of these 
caaea, while the strikes not ordered by 
organizations were entirely successful In 
33 per cent.; the former, however, suc¬ 
ceeded partly in/19 per cent, and the lat¬ 
ter in only 10 per cent. 

One more comparison, to many minds 
doubtless the most interesting of all,

The 
fi nger of suspicion pointed towards Di 
Sec, Look Dea’s elder wife, so they put 
her under arrest. 

If this woman had anything to do with 
the attack on her defenceless hnsband, 
her hypocrisy is starting. When a 
Times representative called at the scene 
yesterday morning both she and Mrs. 
Look Den, minor, were in the injured 
■son's room waiting on him. True, Mrs. 
Look Den, major, Is not the moot ami- 
aUe looking woman in the world, but 
•he was tenderness itself to the groan¬ 
ing, tossing man, who was lying on the 
bed in the corner. There were three 
people in the room when the attack was 
made,-the victim and bis two wives. The 
yoongcr explains her rather remarkable 
feat of sleeping while an assassin was 
at work with a hatchet on the face of 
ber luckless partner by the fact that zhe 
bad been working and was very tired. 
The other, the elder Mrs. Look Den, 
■simply says she was asleep. She says 
It ao decidedly that one naturally con- 
dndet that she is endeavoring to stifle 
some budding contradiction. 

It is said that the relations between 
the Chinese tailor and wife number one 
bave not been altogether felicitous. The 
husband is undeistood to have expressed 
bhaself very emphatically and freely 
about the senior partner of his domestic 
enterprise, while she heartily recipro- 
ratca his sentiments toward her. She 
tails from San Francisco, where it is re¬ 
ported her social caste among the yellow- 
heed inhabitants of that city was not of 
the best, while rumor In Chinatown has 
ft that she is rot persona grata to the 
beet society lu the local Chinatown. 
Look Den hinrried her in the Bay City. 

He has been a paralytic for the past 
eighteen months, and was barely able to 
prt around. Even had b$ awakened 
when attacked he would not have been 
able to put up much of o defence. If his 
assailant used a hatchet as suspected, 
resistance might have resulted in instant 
4eatk. He is able to speak, and was 
questioned yesterday by the detectives. 
They elicited nothing definite from mm, 
bat It is belived he knows more than he 
■wants to tell. Hd has doubtless said 
enough (o justify the action already 
taken by the police in the matter. 

An affair of this sort always produces 
great excitement in Chinatown. It Is 
fta choice morsel of gossip for the after¬ 
noon ten parties, the prime subject'of dis- 
enssion in the opium dens wheu the fre¬ 
quenters are not too bnsy with their 
pipes, while the devotees of fan tan, pie- 
pow .tad the other games attractive to 
Asiatics find it a fruitful topic for the 
esetange of views. The latter are es¬ 
pecially Interested because one of their 
number la now lying in jail under sus- 
piekui of being implicated. Doubtless 
tbc Chines* hare theories of their own, 
fort they keep thflr opinions to them- 
OTkrea, or rather among thmselvea. 

The difficulties encountered by the 
police in. unravelling a crime in China¬ 
town must be appreciated by auy one 
who has followed up their investigations 
snonrf the Chinese. Some time ago a 
couple of Asiatics In a row on Govern- 
*oent street proceeded to carve and brain 
wach other with apparent joyous abandon, 


Up to this time no country has 
thought of adding' a “tourist depart¬ 
ment" to its administrative branches, so 
that which the Norwegian government 
Is about to start is worthy of attention.

her daughter Mary Anue, was resumed. 
Ulesoo gave evidence, denying that they 
had given liquor to the little girl. The 
three, Carlson, himself and the klootchman. 
had drunk together, but not the little girl. 
The case was adjournnd nutll this after¬ 
noon. Two hack drivers were charged with 
infractions of the hired vehicle by-law In 
driving without lamps. One of the accused 
endeavored to prove nu alibi, bat failed.

Kruieu Columbia should be ever on the 
watch, as it Is no doubt the worst Insect 
euemy they could hare, not excepting the 
Colorado beetle itself. 

The perfect Insect la a small narrow 
brown and gray moth, about three-quarters 
of pa inch serosa the wlugs when expand¬ 
ed, and la of the nlgut Hying species. The 
larva la of a pinkish color about half an 
inch long. 

So far as can be ascertained there la no 
record of the natural home of this pest, 
but It is thought that Us natural food la 
some species of solanOfe In the inland 
regions of Afrlea, and has spread thence 
ou a congenial food plant being brought to 
meet 1L 

Little Is known In Australia* of the Ilfs 
history of this most destructive pest, the 
damage Is quite apparatt. ▲ Victorian 
writer aaya the damage to our potato crop 
lu Victoria alooe Is almost beyond calcu¬ 
lation. An Adelaide authority says that 
in the larva atate the grubs cause the 
destruction of hundreds of tons of pota¬ 
toes every year by boring theta* and there¬ 
by Inducing putridity. I nave also on good 
authority that in certain districts of 
Algiers during a single season three- 
fourths of the potato crop has been de¬ 
stroyed. In Tasmania. I also found at 
times great destruction la done to the 
potato crop by this peat. 

It U nothing unusual to purchase pota¬ 
toes In the open market so honeycombed 
so to be useless for human consumption, 
and as mauy as from ten to twenty -five 
grubs in each tuber. 

OplRlhQt differ H tv fiow the tubers of the 
potatoes are first attacked. la dealing 
with a peat of this kind we must at once, 
admit the vast importance a thorough oiul 1 
exhaustive study of the matters connected 
with life histories of insects, and this can 
only be done by tboee having time or be¬ 
ing oa the spot. It U here, therefore, we 
aee more than anywhere the great value of 
special field agents, whose dutiea are to 
fully Investigate and report on tecta con¬ 
nected with the life history of any par¬ 
ticular pest that may make Its appearance. 

But to return to the potato moth and 
Its habit*. The eggs are first laid on the 
young Stems ,of the plant, and as soon aa 
hatched eat into toe root stock .and descend 
until they reach a tuber, and fbat theqr 
remain In this eating galleries and honey¬ 
combing completely lu substance during 
the remainder of their larval existence, 
and In many cases pupating within their 
galkt-tee, which they close with a silk web. 

The uppermost potatoes, or those nearest 
to the surface, are of course more easily 
rear-bed through the soil, for It la not a 
difficult matter for the moth to penetrate 
to tha depth of two or three Inches where 
the soli la open, and lay their eggs on the 
tubers, the young grub soon eating lu 
way Into the potato. But. to my mind, the 
greatest danger is from the moth deposit¬ 
ing her eggs on the potatoes after bring 
dug, either while on the ground before be¬ 
ing fathered or * after being pitted or 
placed In root bouses, where the tempera¬ 
ture Is probably sufficiently high to keep 
,up the brood. I found the greatest com- 
'plaint came from tboee that bad stored 
their potatoes In pita or root booses In 
apparent good order later on to find thetn 
swarming with grabs, and from which In 
due time the little moths would appear. 

I hare seen screral plans for trapping 
the moths. One Is called the slosh lamp 
system. Tills Is simply a common tin 
plate with wick ao arranged to burn fat 
aud keep the same in a liquid atate. The 
moths fly to the light and drop into the 
hot fat and are so destroyed. The lamp 
system gives excellent satisfaction In root 
houses aad other places where potatoes 
arc stored. Another trap follows the sys¬ 
tem of the tanglefoot fly paper. A canvas- 
covered frame coated with coal Ur being 
used, and Immense numbers of moths of 
many kinds are captured by their adop¬ 
tion. lanterns bring used to attract the 
moths to the traps. This trap is also used 
for catching the cabbage moth. 

No means has yet been devised to suc¬ 
cessfully treat or destroy the larva In af¬ 
fected tubers without causing the loaa of 
the potatoes. 

It Is expected, or at least hoped, that 
resistant kinds of potatoes may be found, 
and to experiment along this line Mr. 
Bharpe, of the experimental farm at 
Agassiz, has kindly sent me forty varieties 
of American potatoes. These reached me 
In January, 1000, and tha second crop are 
now making good progress and will be har¬ 
vested before the year la out.

SCENE At WESTMINSTER. 

How John OTfennell Raised a Row in 

the Imperial Hoi.te of Commons. 

Then the storm broke quite suddenly. 
Mr. John (^Donnell, ono of the mem¬ 
bers under' seroUnce of Imprisonment, 
was on his feet when Mr. Balfour moved 
the closure. 

At the same time the Speaker rose, 
but Mr. O'DoutoeJl ,remained speaking, 
his lips moving, but his voice inaudible. 

There rose an indescribable din. The 
Nationalists howled "Gng, gag*; 
"Shame, shame!" The Ministerialists 
cried "Order!" 

A strang thing happened. Mr. O'Don¬ 
nell, in spite of the wild clutch that Mr. 
Patrick O'Brien made at his coat tails, 
tore himself aw«(y and walked down the 
gangway from his seat, and, after some 
w-iid gesticulations, in less time than it 
takes to write, Was standing by Mr. Bal¬ 
four’s side, both hands clenched, beating 
time to some apparently violent piece of 
invective, all tnfit could be heard being 
“I despise you^ I despise you." 

The Speaker was still standing, and 
Mr. Balfour, with head averted, appeal¬ 
ed to him. *— _ . , 

But the Sergeont-ai'Arms had been 
caught in the whirlpool of meinbera who 
were hurrying Ih, and could not come to 
th« rescue. 

Lord George Hamilton, Mr. Ritchie 
and Sir A. Acland-Hood, who were ncur 
Mr. Balfour, leaned forward to shield 
their leader, before any one could 
grasp the situation, Mr. O'Donnell had 
retreated to hU seat, still hurling abupe. 

Mr. Balfour remained quite unmo\ ul 
during the uccue, His face was averted 
for thi moment while ho appealed to the 
Speaker to send .for the Sergeent-aV 
Arms, aud then, faming round, he faced 
the wildy gesticulating Irishman and 
regarded him with a bland smile. 1 
No one on tha treasury bench moved, 
tor although Mrj O'Donnell's gestures 
appeared menacing from above, he cut 
a harmless figure, to those immedistnly 
concerned. His, friends were making 
such a noise faa,t even at such close 
quarters his words hardly reached Mr. 
Balfour. 

What he didlgay in effect was: "Yon 
have gagged me (n Ireland, and yon shall 
not gag ma in thq House of Commons." 
His friends in tt*? lobby said that Mr. 
O'Donnell meant no harm, and was only 
carried aw|jr by, hi* feelings. 

At the time thft the scene happened 
Mr. Balfour wga ( pot in bis usual place. 
Haring come in fa move the closure, he 
took the first available seat nearly op¬ 
posite‘the Speaker. 

One of the moqt curious incidents in 
the scene was tbf entry of Sir William 
Walrond, who, spiking rapidly from tint 
bar of the Hoasq, to reader assistance if 
necessary, passed, between the figure of 
Mr. O'Donnell and Mr. Balfour to tak* 
bis seat on the treasury bench. 

After some sefablance of qaiet had 
been restored, the Speaker read from a 
slip of paper hap4*d to him by Mr. Bal¬ 
four a motion Mr. O'Donnell's sus¬ 
pension. This was tarried by an over¬ 
whelming majority of 841 to 01. 

Mr. O’Donnell was not to be seen In 
the chamber. * 

He had mysteriously disappeared, and 
could not be fo«u*d. As a matter of pre¬ 
caution, the Speaker called upon him to 
withdraw, bnt he tad already done ao 
of his own free 'will. The Nationalists 
called for the police, but the police were 
not needed.—London Express. 

DISAPPOINTED IN LOYE. 

Moulder Took Prison and Died From 
Effects in the Hospital. 

Angast Bedard, disappointed in love, 
was found dying 6* the doorstep at 474 
Marion street, St Paul, Minn., where 
ho had boarded for two years. Bedard 
was removed to the city hospital. Ten 
minutes afterwards, while Bedard waa 
In the operating toom, be died of car¬ 
bolic add poisoning. 

Mr. Bedard bad lived In St Paul 12 
years. He wad a moulder at the St 
Paul fbundry, and for, a time he had 
boarded with his brother, John Bedard. 
Mrs. Bedkrd, who was married before, 
has a daughter, llisa Ida Monnia, who 
Is a teacher at the Lincoln school. 
August Bedard -fell in love with the 
daughter and the mother objected. 
August then left the home of his bro¬ 
ther. . 

One evening last week August Bedard 
went to the honU of his brother to aee 
Miss Monnia. He did not aee her. He 
returned to his boarding house and 
again went out. It la said that he met 
her on the street, accompanied by an¬ 
other young man, and it is presumed 
Bedard decided what to do. Some hours 
later he fell on the steps of the home of 
Mrs. Gomo, where he boarded. Dr. 
Fitzsimmons was called and afterward 
Dr. Cook waa summoned. The man's 
condition was diagnosed as carbolic acid 
poisoning by Dr. Cook, and he was taken 
to the city hospital. Bedard was 30 
years old, and wgg born in Quebec. His 
father resides In Lowell, Mass.

protect the children. Boon the entire 
block on Johnson street, between West 
Fifteenth street, waa jammed with yel¬ 
ling women and children. 

The neighborhood ia densely populat¬ 
ed, and within 15 minutes after the 
trouble began at least 1,000 persona had 
gathered. A detail of police attacked 
the crowd, and after a few of the lead¬ 
en had been dragged to a patrol box, 
in order to frighten them, there waa a 
break in the ranks, and the strike waa 
called off. 

LIFE IN KENTUCKY. 

Two Doseu Men Assassinated in Various 
Ways Daring Few Months. 

J. B. Marcum, of Jackeon, against 
whose life numerous plots ore ssld to 
have been directed, is in Lexington, 
Ky„ en route to Frankfort to argue a 
case before the Court of Appeals. In 
fear of assassination, he left his home 
by the rear just before train time, ac¬ 
companied by his two slaters and his 
wife, who proceeded with him by a cir¬ 
cuitous route to the depot. 

Marcum is a trustee of the state col¬ 
lege, attorney for the Louisville it 
Evansville road. United States commis¬ 
sioner in his district sod attorney for 
revqral Southern Kentucky corpora¬ 
tions. UntH he took this trip he had 
cnly left Ms houto twice since last June. 
Within the lost few days he has been 
afraid to leave his room, be says, hav¬ 
ing been warned by a friend that two 
men had been stationed in a house com¬ 
manding a view of his porch and were 
to shoot him when he followed his cus¬ 
tom of sitting on the porch. He says 
that in one room of the house the blind 
of a front window had been drawn and 
the sash raised several inches. 

Before becoming afraid to leave his 
premises in the early summer Marcum 
made a practice of carrying his baby in 
his arms as protection. He says he 
knows the babe saved his Hfe once when 
a man who intended to assassinate him 
with a shotgun would not fire. 

Jackson has no marshal and no coron¬ 
er. while the police judge, Thomas Card- 
well, has not left his house in three 
months, foaring assassination. James 
Cockrill, who was assassinated, was the 
last marshal the town had. 

The coroner resigned early in the year 
and no inquesta hare been held over the 
two dosen men who have since been 
kHIed. At the recent election no coroner 
was elected. 

Feitner, who informed him of .the 
plot, is now a fugitive in Leslie I 
county, accused of killing Jesse Fields, i 
He says he will surrender at the dose 
of this term of court and give ball, fear- ! 
ing to be tried in Jackson now because 
he says he will be assassinated. 

The ceremony of depositing the ashes 
of Christopher Columbus in a special 
mausoleum was carried out in the 
cathedral at Seville, Spain, on Monday 
wilh befitting solemnity.
